Ro- 
satto incurred the vengeance of the mafia 
by tracking down an Italian named Do- 
-EHto, who killed a man and woman in 
'Italy and fled to this country.

ISSUED A MANIFESTO. 


President Celman Tolls What a Splendid 


Executive He Makes. 


LOKDON, Aug. 1.—A Buenos Ayres dis- 


patch to The Tiraas says that President 
Celman has issued a manifesto to the peo- 
ple. After speaking of the demand for 
his resignation, which was recently made, 
he refer to the prosperity and liberty the 
country enjoys uuder his rule. He ig- 
nores the gravity and what his own jour- 
nal terms "the horrors" of the recent 
events in Baeuos Ayres. He attributes 
the sole cause of the insurrection to the 
insensate ambition of the local party iu 
Buenos Ayres, which he says, wished to 
impose itself upon the entire republic, 
while prosperity, peace and, security are 
represented by the Celman government. 
Even Celmau's own party, the dispatch 
says, stands aghast at the president's 
callousness and his incomprehensible and 
vain ignorance of the real gravity of the 
Htuation.

CHICAGO, Aug. I.— The indications are 


that a general strike will be inaugurate! 
soon among the carpenters employed bi 
the Boss Carpenters and Builders' nsso 
ciatlon. 
The present trouble has been 


brewing for some time, aud culminatec 
Thursday night when the new bosses de- 
clared themselves no longer bound by the 
agreement they signed some montha ago 
to pay their men $!% cents per hour after 
Aug. 1. The new bosses give as their rea 
sons for disregarding their contract the 
action of the Carpenter's union in permit- 
ting union carpenters to work alongside 
of non-union men aud for wages less than 
those paid by the new bosses. 


Kefuseu to Go to Work. 


The members of the Carpenter's union 


maintain that they have complied with al' 
of the requirements of their agreement 
and c^aim that the new bosses are making 
these charges for a pretext under which tc 
avoid paying their employes the increased 
wages. In compliance with the action ol 
the boss carpenters' meeting of Thursday 
night many contractors announced 
to 


their men when they applied for work 
Friday morning that they would not pay 
37>a cents per hour. lu several cases the 
men refused to work, aud left the build- 
ings. The Carpenters' council as an or- 
ganization will not declare a strike for 
the present. They will consider the case 
thoroughly before ordering 
a general 


strike.

MOTOB VEBSUS STEAM. 


EUECTRICITY 
IS 
RAPIDLY TAKING 


THE PLACE OF HOT WATER. 


The Electric Motor Has Experienced 


Wonderful Development During the 
Past Few Vears—Some of the Many 
Purposes for Which It Furnishes Powe». 
The advance made by electrical science 


and application during the last few years 
has been so phenomenal that it is hard to 
define its extent, and it is only when an 
attempt is made to follow the develop- 
ments in any particular branch that an 
approximate idea of its mighty progress 
as a whole and its far reaching and ever 
widening influence in the industrial world 
can be arrived at. 


From an investigation of one field alone, 


that of the electric motor, it at-onoe be- 
comes apparent that a revolution of limit- 
leas extent is being effected in industry 
and manufacture. There can be no doubt 
that the electric motor is the most simple 
and effective piece of mechanism yet de- 
vised for the transmission and transforma- 
tion of energy in a trustworthy and eco- 
nomical manner for useful work. 


It ia quite possible that several of those 


who rcud these lines may never have seen 
an electric motor, yet it is none the less 
trne that there are today already in opera- 
tion In this country over 80,000 electric mo- 
tors of various sizes engaged In an endless 
variety of occupations. 
-One company 


building motors reports that its machines 
are now employed in nearly 200 distinct in- 
dustries, and that new uses are found 
daily. This development has been seen al- 
most entirely within the last three years. 


GROWTH OF ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 


From 1880 up to 1887 electrical engineers 


and contractors had given their attention 
mainly to the installation of electric light- 
ing plants in American towns and cities 
with the result that there were some 1,20( 
central stations in operation supplying th< 
arc light or the incandescent light, and 
sometimes both. A great many of these 
stations paid well from the start, but ii 
was soon found that the lighting businesi 
was after all a limited one—that is, It coulc 
only be carried on during the hours 01 
darkness, so that a valuable plant often lay 
idle sixteen or eighteen hours out of the 
twenty-four. Yet the current which such 
a plant could generate would lend itself as 
readily to driving on electric motor as to 
furnishing light in a lamp, and the same 
circuit that conveyed it to the lamps would 
also convey it to the motors. 


It was this fact that gave a great stiinu 


lus to the electric motor industry abou 
three years ago, and led to the perfecting 
of what had theretofore been a very crudi 
and cumbersome piece of mechanism. As 
is now very generally known, the elcctri< 
motor has but one moving part, the revolv 
ing armature, and by means of a pulley 
placed at the end of the armature shaft its 
power can be applied to any piece of appa 
ratus or machinery known to the arts 
But up to 1BS6 nearly all the electric motors 
had been badly designed and poorly built 
and the current that should have been con 
verted into power was simply wasted in 
developing heat, so that the machines rap 
idly burnt out aiid otherwise became use- 
less, and were altogether too expensive to 
run. 


SAVING IN MOTORS. 


At the present time, however, there are 


several electric motors in the market o 
excellent design and workmanship for 
which as high an efficiency as over 80 pe1 
cent, is claimed, and there can be no doub 
that the rate of efficiency in the smaller 
sizes as well as In the larger is the highes 
that has yet been attained by any piece o 
power transmission machinery. Thus an 
electric motor of one-half or one-quarter 
horse power will easily show as high an 
efficiency as that of another sort of motor 
of ten or fifteen horse power, yet nobod; 
dreams of expecting a gas engine or a 
steam engine of one-quarter or one-hal 
horse power to give anything but a smal 
return upon the fuel applied to it. 


Moreover, with the electric motor an 


enormous advantage has been the fact thai 
when it has been installed and connections 
have been made with the circuits connect- 
ing it with the central station, it is practi 
cally ready that minute for work. All tha 
Is necessary is the turning of :i switch am 
the current is instantaneously there. With 
the steam engine, even when the steam is 
taken from the steam mains in the street 
considerable attendance Is necessary, anc 
In the vast majority of instances the steam 
has to bo manufactured on the spot, so that 
boileri are necessary, involving the attend 
ance of an expert engineer, the supply o; 
water and coal and the removal of ashes 
Such steam plants also occupy consider 
able space and throw off no smnll amoun 
of heat. 


The idea, however, with the electric mo 


tor is to concentrate in a central station 
all the inconvenience connected with the 
generation of steam and to transmit the 
energy in the form of current, so that al 
the user has to do is to draw off the supply 
aa he wants it, just as ho would do in turn 
ing a tap to procure a supply of water. 


THE MOTOR IN NEW YOI'.K. 


New York city, to go no further, fur 


nishesmany interesting examples of the 
manner in which electric motors have been 
applied to a variety of uses. Wherever the 
circuits pass they are tapped for power 
purposes, and thus the central station 
which furnishes current at night for light- 
ing, is supplying current in the day time 
for power. In the lower part of the city a 
large number of motors are in use. These 
are generally employed for ventilation pur- 
poses, though not a few may be found run- 
ning freight and passenger elevators. A 
large number In the section below Cham- 
bers street are also to be found in printing 
offices. In that section, too,- and elsewhere 
the motors are employed in a variety ol 
Other work, such as driving gangs of sew- 
ing machines, saw mills, machine shops, 
drug mills, pumps, ice cream freezers and 
the like. 


In one of the large confectionery factories 


the electric motors grind up all the choco- 
late and other raw material. 
A larga 


number of motors are used by dentists to 
run their lathes and other small machin- 
ery. The motors may also often be found 
In barbers' saloons, where they not only 
furnish ventilation, but in some iustanoei 
are used to rua the rotary brushes provid- 
ed for the happy customers' heads. In one 
largo office in the city the electric motor is 
employed to run a little stamping ma- 
chine, which stamps thousands and thou- 
sands of documents every day with unerr- 
ing regularity.—New York Sun.
